| Which knoweth it in deede, can iuſtly charge it with the 


leaſte contrarietie or repugnancie either to diuinitie it 
ſelfe, or to the ſoundeſt partes of Morall and Naturall 
Philoſo phie. Cali enarrant gloriam Deizand Platoes opiniõ 
is. that our eyes were principallye giuen vs, for this vie 
and ende, to bee occupyed in the contemplation of the 
heauens : wherevnto hee attributeth ſo muche, that hee 
thinketh Aſtronomie and wiſedom to be ſo inſeparably 
linked and chained togithet, that neither a very wiſe man 
can want Aſtrologie, nor a verie good Aſtrologer wante 
wiſdome. To which effect, that notable ſaying of his, de- 
ſerueth to be as famous, as your Lordſhip knoweth it to 
be amongſt the learned: ovewrency 2525 x4) oy auth degree * 
Hun e Whiche veric ſaying ſeemerth vnto me to import 
ſome part of that Diuinitie, whereof ſo manye ages hee 
hath catied ſo high, and honourable a ſurname : the ra- 
ther becauſe the fingular and incomparable wiſedom of 
Salomon. as your Lordfluppe beſt remembreth, is thus 
particularly deſcribed, in 2 booke intituled, Liber Sa- 
pientiæ. Deus mihi dedit harum rerum cognitionem veram, vs 


ſciam diſpoſitionem orbis terrarum, & virtutes, e ffectaoneſque 


elementorum, initium, & finem, e medium temporum, ſolſfi- 
tiorum viciſſitudines. & conſummatioenes temporum, e morum 
mutationes, annorum orbes, & flellarum ſirus, ac diſpoſitiones, 
& naturas animalium & ia: beftiarum, & ventorum impe- 
tus. & copnitiones hominum, & ſtirpium differentias, & radi- 
cum vir mes: & quæcunque ſunt abſcondita, e impreuiſa 
dlidici, cum rae omium Artifex dacuit Sapientia. For whyche 
verie Kindes of knowledge (albeit I beleeue neuer any 
C.1iþ. | Kad 
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ted in my briefe Treatiſe of rhe late eclipſe. Ifhould be 
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kad them in that full meaſure, thatit pleaſed God to be- 


ſtow ypon Salomon) our chiefeſt Aſtrologers, eſpecial- 


ly the moſt learned Arabians, fo often as ey are occa- 


fioned to eite, or mention any of their predeceſſors, call 
them commonly by the name of Sariemten, which ſome 
I know mernly tranſlated Wizardes, but how wizardly, 
(if they ſpeake generally withour exception of the ber- 
ter ſort) let the prouerbe teſtiſie, which ſaith, Scientia 
non habet inimicum, niſi ignorantem. What ſhould I ſpeake 
of Thales Mileſius, who being the firſt, that among. the 
Grzcians was called ve, as Diogenes Laertius repor- 


. teth, was alſo the firſt among them, that ſearching out 


the ſecrecies, and miſteries of 1 Aſtrologie: both foretold 
the conuerſions, and eclipſes of the Sunne, as Eudemus 
witneſſeth in his Aſtrologicall hiſtorie, and found out 
Viſa minor with hir litle ſtarres, whereby the Phœnices 
direct their nauigation, as Callimachus teſtifieth in his 
Grecke verſes: and foreſeeing a verie great dearth of 


_ olives, and thereupon purpoſing to ſhewe, howe eaſie a 


matter it was for Philoſophers to grow rich, gat into his 
hands by a reaſonable price, all the oliue gardens in Mi- 
letum, and Chium, the winter before, whereby after- 
ward making his owne price at his pleaſure, he gained 
exceeding great ſummes of money ; as is credibly re- 
corded not only by Hieronimus Rhodius, and Ariſtotle 


in Greeke, but alſo by Tullie De Dimnatione, and diuers 


other ja#atine : Ariſtotle ſaying, one while he did it, 
qua u obe, an other while, e A dgpoxezie; ; and Solon 


the wiſe Law maker among the Athenians, following his 


aduiſe, ſet downe certaine Aſtrologicall obſeruations of 
the AEquinoctia, and corrected the Attique yeare, as ap- 
peareth by manie hiſtories: and finally by the defects 
of the Moone and Sunne, he prognoſticated the defects 
and ſubuerſions of certaine ſtates and kingdoms in Aſia, 
as out of Plinies Naturall hiſtorie, I haue ſpecially no- 


Ouer 
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over tedious vnto your Lordſhip, if I ſhould goe about 
to recite the tenth part of thoſe teſtimonies, and auctori- 
ties, whiche Icoulde eaſily alleadge to the ſame effect 
whereby it is certaynlye euident, that as wiſe, and wor- 
thy men, as euer were in the worlde, both made verye 
ſpeciall account of this ſtudie in other, and trauailed ex- 
ceedinglye therein themſelues: as namely lulius Cæ- 
far, Oftaums Auguſtus , Ptolomey , Theodoſſus, one of 
the beſt Emperours, Frederick the ſecond, (who cau- 
ſed Ptolomey, Meſſahalah, and diuers other princi- 
pall Aſtrologers, to be tranſlated out of the Arabian in- 
to Latine: Hos quia conſi jn regum conducere ſenſit: as 
Hellerus writeth to Emeſtus, Prince of Hennenberg:) 
Alphonſus the moſt excellent kinge of Arragonia, and 
Naples: Matthias Coruinus of Hungarie : Charles the 
fift of famous memorie, and ſundrye other, as wel Prin- 
ces, as ſubiectes of the'moſt notable ſort. But I can not 
pretermit that Aſtrologicall conference betwene Cæ· 
ſar, and the Ægyptian Prieſt in Lucans Pharſalia, where 
Czſars one confeſsion of him ſelfe is thus deliuered: 
media inter prælia ſemper, flellarum, celiq, plagis ſuperis q; vit- 
caui : Eudoxi Faffos nofter ſuperabit & Ann. Which 
he in deede performed, correfting and reforming the 
Romane yeare by the helpe of Soſigenes, as Solon did 
the Attique yeare by the helpe of Thales: an other ma- 
ner of ieformation, than that of the Calender, which 
Pope Gregorie the xiij. hath newly publiſhed , by the 
helpe of I knowe not what Aſtrologers. As for the reſt. 
leaſt I ſhould ſeeme to forget my ſelfe, in not hauing chat 
regard to your Lordſhips perſon, which I ought, I wil re- 
ſerue their Aſtrological commendations vnto ſome fit- 
ter place, thinking it ſufficient for this preſent, to ſtande 
vpon the Reaſons , which Melancthon, a man as your 
Lordſhip beſt knoweth, of a ſharpe and ſounde judge- 
ment in moſt ſchollerly points of learning, alleggeth , in 
a notable preface of his „ In T heoricas nouas laneta um 
(.iiij. Gcorgij 


by 
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Georgi) Purbachij directed to his moſt learned eduntri- 
man, Simon Grynæus: wherein he ſheweth howe neede- 
ful [udicial Aſtrologie is, both for priuate vſes, and tor 
publicke. For private vſes, fitſt, in medendo;then, ad regen- 
dos mores : thirdly, ad deligenda fludia: plurmum enm re- 
fert intelligere,quo quemque natura ducat:(lvſenot a word, 
but his one:) beſide ; fortuna ſepe comirarur mores : Of 
quanquam aliæ quoque cauſe ſunt humanorum euentuum, ta- 
men res loquitur ipſa, imerdum in Aflris cauſam eſſe , cur vt 
Heſſodus inquit : ipſe dies quandoque parens, quandoque no- 
uerca ſit „Tiffy. cor ducit tempeſ t amm obſeruatio ad Oeco- 
nomiam : laſte of al, hi proximi anni aliquot ſatis claras ſigni- 
ficationes præbuerunt, ſydera magnam vim in acre , & rebus 
naſcemibus habere, idgue palam teſtantur inſigne: ſide- 


rum congreſſus ( whiche maketh directly for the preſente 


Diſcourſe.) And as for the publicke vſe and neceſsitie 
thereof, hee goeth forwarde thus, in my ſimple opi- 
nion, both very politickely and divinelye : Exiflunt vs 
in rebus public is fatale: tempeftates, in quibus admoniti ab 
hac arte, multa prouidere poſſunt, vel ad cauenda, vel ad 
mitiganda pericula . Sæpe enim fata conſilio in melius flecbi 
queunt , fepe farorum ſæuitiam lenit Deus, piacatus pio- 
rum uosis. Quare ec quoque grauis cauſa fuerit, rerum fu- 
nurarum ſigniſicationes animaduertendi. He addeth for tea- 
ſon. Prodeſt enim commoneficri homines atrocabus ſiderum 
minis, vs 4 Deo opem implorent : deinde, wi bonitatem Dei 
magis agnoſcant,cum viderint aliquam efſe ſuperiorem ac me- 
hiorem naturam ſideri bus, que triſtes ſigniſicationes miti- 
gat. To the breeding of whiche politicke ', and divine 
confiderations in the mindes of ſome or other, I woulde 
to God, this ſlender Diſcourſe of myne might bee anye 
meanes. Melaucthon leaueth not thus, but ſtil gorth 
on, as it were in a cettaine feruent zeale towardes thyt 
profeſsion. Nec dubia et harwm Ai tium fides : nam of 
motuum ratio demonftrationes habet: quarum eo eft ſuauiſſi- 
macognitio, quis delefias animos ceriitudo , & harmonia,

ſen conſenſus in tanta varierate argumentorum : & Diuina- 
trieem fi quis prudenter ad Phyſicen reſeres, intelliget eam 
habere graue cauſas, & tuetur eam experientia peritiſſt» 
morum haminum rect vero Galenus de hac ipſa arte inquii: 
Sophifticum efſe , contra experientiæ teſtimonium, ratio» 
nes querere . Finallye , to aunſwere common obiecti- 
ons, and ſuche ordinarye conttadictions, as Aſtrolo- 
gers eares are well acquainted wythall, hee at laſte brie- 
fly decideth, and determineth all ſuche doubtes in the 
wordes following. Nec eo detrahenda ef? arti fides, quia 
ans artifices aliqus inepti ſunt , aut non omnes enentus hu- 
mani in arte monſtrantur e ſunt enm & aliæ quædam præ- 
ter fidera, euemuum cauſe, Eiſi autem in tantis tenebrit 
humane mentis, multa proſpici nequeunt, tamen artis bene- 
ficium non leue ducendum eft , que pleraque interim, & ad | 
wie ſummun pertinentia monet. Quo tie. fallimur in lenia» | 
ribus artibus, & in ij rebus, que ſunt, v1 ita dicam, in ma- 
nibus Neque tamen propier eiuſmodi er rata explodende 
ſunt artes, ſed prudentia eff, ad vitæ vſum inde, quantum 
poſſumus, tranſferre. His reſolution and concluſion 
there is. Ilud etiam reffe inſtitutis iudicare facile eſt, quis 


eſſe modus Diuinationum debeat , e quod religio approbet 


has diuinationes, vt Medicorum iudicia , ant cateras Phy- 
ſicæ parte: Which reaſons of Melancthon, I doubte 
not but your Lordſhippe will admit, and allowe for ef- 
fectually material and good. Nowe I ſee not greatelye, 
what remaineth to bee yet obiected: vnleſſe haply ſome 
will oppoſe the olde decrees of the Romaine Senate, and 


ſome newer imperiall lawes, againſte all ſuche, as were 


vulgarly called Mathemarici, Chaldei, Ariel , and Di- 
uinatores, of whome Vlpian the famous Lawyer trea- 


teth bro 7.de officio Preconſulis, ynder the title, De Ma- 


thematicis, & Vaticinatoribus. Whiche verye title I haue 
bearde ſo alleaged. Wheteunto, firſt I mighte aunſwere, 
that they diſpute got ad idem: thoſe lawes being made 


only againſt ſuch, as Moyſes condemncth in the xv. of 


Deute- 
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Deuteronomie,who'yainly rooke vpon them, to diuine 


by magicall and ſuperſtitious ſorceries, numbers, lotres, 


charactets, charmes, interrogatories propounded to the 
dead, inſpections of birds, entrals of beaſtes, and ſuch o- 
ther monſtrous, and abhominable meanes: for ſo ſayth 
A. Gellius in his firſt booke of his No&es Artice : vulgus 
quot gentilitio vocabuls C haldæos dicere oportet, eos Mathe- 
maticos vocat; and Seruius Honoratus vpon the fourth of 
Virgils AEneidos : Cum mulia ſacra Romani ſuſciperent ſem- 

magica damnarunti probroſa enim ars habita et. Second- 
Iy. chat albeit thoſe Romane lawes had in deede bene de- 
uiſed as wel againſt their Aſtrologers then, as againſt a- 
ny other Diuiners or Soothſayers: what reaſon is there, 
they ſhould make more againſt ours now, than the like 
lawes mike againſt our Rhetoricians, Philoſophers, Phi- 
fitians,and in a maner againſt all other — of a- 
ny liberall arte? All ſuch being by one Romane decree 
or other, at one time, or other, vpon one ſuddaine occa> 
fion , or other, baniſhed the citie, as troubleſom, and 
needeleſſe perſons, in a politike and martiall ſtate, fo 
long as the rage of that tempeſt endured. Thirdly, admit 
their Aſtrological diuinations were lawfully forbidden, 
rey. found commonly' deceitfull and 52102 , by reaſon 
thatthe arte it ſelfe was then very vnperfect, and vncer- 
taine, as it continued to the age of Ptolomey, who flou- 
riſhed but in the time of the Emperour Antoninus Pius, 


which ſucceeded Traian and Adrian: yet may ours ne- 


uertheleſſe lawfully ſtand, the arte being now generally 
of the moſt and beſt acknowledged to be much more 


perfectly reformed, and a right arte in deede: or if that 


ſeeme more, a right ſcience in deede. For which two laſt 
reaſons, I am to thanke a late conference, that l had with 


my brother Gabriel, about Hallowmas laſt, touching 
the validitie of thoſe Romane lawes . As for other later 
lawes,& ſtatuts, either forreine,or our owne, I know not 
any that vniuerſally and ſimply condemae ——_ 
an 
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and as for thoſe, that condemne ſome particular abuſe 
thereof, I muſt needes confeſle, they are verie wiſe, and 
neceſſarie ordinaunces, to meete with the lewde practi- 
ſes, and impoſtures of manie, that vnder the pretence of 
their figure commit intolerable villanies, wherein for 
my parte, I doubt not. but they deſerue the penalties, in- 
flicted vpon them by law, thinking them worthily puni- 
ſhed, Pro menſura conſultationis, as Vlpian ſpeaketh of his 
Mathematici in the forenamed title, with this addition of 
his, following immediatly after in the ſame place: qui de 
principis ſalute, capite puniantur, vel qua alia grauiore 
afficiantuy : extending withall the force of the law in that 
point, euen to the puniſhment of other ſimple wizardes: 
Qui contra quietem,imperiumque populi Romani, iraprobandas 
artes exercent : and finally alleaging the example of the 
Emperour Marcus, Qui in Srum inſulam eum relegauit, qui 
wor Caſſiano vaticinatus erat, e multa quaſi inflintiu Deorꝭ 
dixeras : Neither dare 1 excuſe either Thraſillus, or Aſcle· 
tarion, or Gauricus:whereof the firſt foretold the deſtrus 
ction of Tiberius the Emperour: the ſecond of Domi- 
tian: the third of the Bentiuoli in Bononia: or the Prieſt, 
that gaue our rhe rumour of the future murthering of 
Galeacius Sfortia, Duke of Millaine, (who were all wor- 
thily rewarded for their folly)or anie other, that by their 
Horoſcopicall predictions might ſeeme to harten, & ha- 
ſten on conſpirators, to the atchieuing, or attempting of 
their Princes death, but in that caſe would wiſh all A- 
ſtrologers, either not to deale at all, or elſe to deale pri- 
uately and priuily with the Prince him ſelfe: & then too, 
to hold Cardanes rule, ſet downe amongſt eight other 
like conditions, in the end of his booke, De AHrologicis 
interrogationibus : principi ne magnum malum firmiter vn- 
quam predixeris,ſed periculum: howbeit Cardane himſelfe 
dealt more plainly , and therefore more daungerouſly 
with our King Edward the VI. as appeareth in the Judi- 
cials of his natiuitie, giuen out in the beginning of his 
Duodecem 
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Duotecem illuFtres geniturę. At mihi, ex innata ſinceritate, &. 


quod miſerum adoleſcentuluem amarem, ſortiſque eius miſor erer 
(quoth Cardane there) certum erat, etiam cum manifeſto 


wvite diſcrimine omnia patefacere; quamuis futurum creder em, 
vt me irriderent, But what followethꝛ Ergo voleneibuis fatis, 
nec ſingularis huius artis cognitzo prodeſſe regs potuit:nec · boni- 
14, 4 ſi uplicitas ingenij, mihi obeſſe. Which good ſucceſſe 
of Cardane, was partlye to bee attributed to his owne 
diſcrete hand]! na he from all manner of ſuſpition, but 
ſpecially to the innocente, and ſingular good nature of 
that maſte noble young king, who accepted ſo fauoura- 
bly of his afteRionate intention. But, neither this ſpeci- 
ciall priuiledge of his being withall a ſtraunger of ex- 
traordinarie credite, nor any like perſonal example can 
warrant other priuate men, to intermeddle in like forte 
in the natiuities, and deſtinies of their Princes, orhegwiſe 
than is before limitted, or vpon the princes one Fire 
commaundement. And yer | either is way, or any like. 
the art happen by ſome buſie, and fonde "A {AER to bee 
abuſed,it hath but the ſame fortune; that all other artes 
and ſciences haue beſide: and the Lawiers rule, Abuſus nd 
gollit vſiam, wil ſtill ĩuſtifye the right, and commendable 
practiſe thereof. The bounds of which limitation, l ha- 
uing in no way exceded in any part of the diſcourſe fol- 
lowing: I hope, there is uothing therin contained. which, 
conſidering the premiſes, might not proceede, euen from 
one. that were alreadie profeſſed in een And. then 
I truſt. in reſpect of the matter, l haue committed no in- 
conuenience, in recommending the ſame to the fauour 
and patronage of ſuch a Deuine, as all England knoweth 
your Lordſhip to be:who I doubt not, can judge exactly 
therof.For the maner, l am humbly to craue pardon, be- 
ing neither practiſed in writing Engliſh, nor purpoſing 
anie ſuch publike dedication at the firſt. It maye perad- 
uentare bg au occaſion, that hereafter I ſhal acquaint my 
pen better with enditing in out own toung, In the mean

J confelle greater wittes can wozke 
greater matters: and mine owne pꝛincipall 
indie as yet, is but Philoſophie and Philicke, 
wherein J pzay God J may ſpeedily growe tg 
any reaſonable mediocritie, that J maye the 
loner pꝛocird to * 
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ing it is your deſire to pꝛactiſe me, as it were 
to oppoſe mes in this kinde: you ſhall heare, 
what J can bziefly ſap touching the great Cos 
iunction of Saturne and lupiter, the next yeare 
immediately following. A am to ſubmit my 
opinion to $e cenſure and coꝛrection of thoſe, 
that are . ger ſtio ier, and moꝛs nꝛofoundly 
ſeene in this facultie: but that you may not cõ⸗ 
teiue, J haue altogi ther miſpent my time this 
wap, J will endeuour my lelfe to make pzwofs 
in ſome ſoꝛte, how J haue p2ofited in the ſtu⸗ 
die. Pour ſelfe haue often willed me to got 
roundly to the matter, without eyther glozts 
ous infinuations by way of Pꝛeface, o2 plea⸗ 
ſurable and conceited flo2iſhes by waye of di⸗ 
greſſion: and therefoꝛe I pꝛeſume you wil not 
blame mee, though J fake a direct andplayne 
courſe in the diſcourſe following. Firſt, that 
Judiciall Aſtrologie is neither any vaine and 
idle ſtudie, no2 foꝛbidden and vnlawful Arte, 
pour (elf hauing long ſince, taken ſome reaſo⸗ 
nable paines therein, and being able to ſay ſo 
much in the defence thereof, out of many olde 
and new hiſtoꝛies of app2oued authoꝛitie and 


credif,can ſuffitiently (A know) and wil rea⸗ 
dily (A thinke) teffifie . The light arguments 
of Picus Mirandula, Cornelius Agrippa, and 
diuers other to p cõtrarp, haue ben thꝛoughlx 
anſwered,by Balantius, Schonerus, Melanctõ, 


Cardane, 
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| Cardane, & ſund2y other, but ſpectally of late 


by Ion&inu+, who in his confufatto p2oceedeth 
compendioullp, and directly from argument to 
argument, leaning in a manner nothing vn- 
touched, that hath bene, oꝛ can bee obieced in 
diſgrace of this knowledge. And if the autoꝛi⸗ 
ties of men, that haue giuen themſelnes that 
way, make any thing foꝛ the purpoſe, what 
godlier wits in the world, than ſome in enery 


| cofifrie,that haue made ſpecial accoũt, ⁊ beſto- 


wed much trauel in this diuine ſtudie? To let 
ſtrangers go, theſe offreſh memoꝛie haue bene 
none ofthe baſeſt ſcholers in England: M. D. 
Buttes pꝛincipal Phiſition to king Henry the 
eight. ir Thomas Eliot, Sir Thomas Smyth, 
who as you beſt knowe, and haue both truely 
and honourably teſtiſied in pour turm la- 
chrymæ, extelled therin: M. D. Recorde, both the 
Digges M. Dee, whome hir maieſtie vouchſa- 
feth the name of hyꝛ Philoſopher: M. Securis, 
M. Buckmaſter, M. Mounſſowe, MD. Twyne, 
beſides moſt ol our chiefe doctoꝛs in Phiſicke, 
as namely our M. D. Baro, in Cambꝛidge, and 
M. D. Foſter in London, and ſome of our very 


ſchieleſt Philoſophers in either Uniuerſifie, 5 
ts | thalbe nameles, being not fo certainly pꝛofeſ⸗ 
ſed and renowmed that way. But to omit foz 
' bꝛeuities ſake al other arguments and autho- 
rities that might plentifully bealledged in the 
: A.ij. main⸗ 
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mayntenaunce of Judiciall Astrologie, J will 


content my ſelſe, and J thinke, J ſhall content 
you with that only famous teſtimonie of Me- 
lancton amongeſt many of his to the ſame pur- 
poſe,ſet downe in an excellent epiſtle directed 


to the two noble c honozable Lo2des , George 


and Huldrich Fuggeri,in commendation of A⸗ 
ſtrologie. All of ſound & incorrupt iudgemẽt 
haue knowne and acknowledged that art and 
doctrine to be wholy neceſſarye, which tea- 
cheth the periods, and reuolutions, and ſucceſ- 
Hon of the yeare. For which conſiderat ion, our 
auntient politique forefathers did publiquely 
commend and allot this carefull ſtudie to tlie 
learnedſt order of ſuch men as were the kee- 
pers and treaſurers of Religion, to obſerue the 
circuites and diſtances of the Sunne, togither 
with the equinoxes and ſolſtices, and month- 
ly eſpaces, and to apply and examine theſe ac- 
cording to the motions ofthe Sun. But what 
followethz Many haue ſharpely inueyed a- 
gainſt that other part of this doctrine, which 
is named Diuination, whereof I haue ſpoken 
more largely and plentifully in another trea- 
tiſe. And although the places and aſpectes of 
the Starres are not the beginning of al chaun- 
ces that happen to mankind, and cauſes mult 
circumſpectly be diſcerned & diſtinguiſhed, 
and the deceitefull impoſtures of 
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prophecies auoyded, yet certaine it is, that di- 
uerſe alterations in the foure Elements doe 
proceede from Starres, & not onely tempera- 
ments of mens bodies, but alſo diſpoſitions of 
their mindes are greatly goucrned by thoſe 
ſhining Lightes of heauen. But to knowe the 
Complexion , auayleth to preſeruation of 
health, & to deſcry the celeſtial mchnations,is 
profitable to morall behauior and education. 
For you may either rule, or bridle them artifi- 
cially, euen as Zellerophontes then cunningly 
managed Pegaſus, whe Pallas headſtalled him 
with a golden ſnaffle. Mherein fo2 his opinion 
cõcerning the temperaments of mens bodies, 
he tumpeth with the auncient and moſt renow- 
med phiſition Hippocrates who in his boke de 
dere, aqua, & regionibus, heeing tranſlated into 
Engliſh, ſayth thus much in effect. Ar we ſhall 
conſider dnelyofthe higheſt cauſes and beings, 
we ſhall finde that Aſtrologie is not the leaſts 
poꝛtion of Phiſicke, foz it behoueth the Philiti- 
on to know tte Mone, and the ſigne ol Heauen 
wherein the Pane is, when anye Patient be⸗ 
ginneth to fall ſicke, ſo foꝛth. But hereof moꝛe 
at ſome other time, remitting you in the meane 
while to the learned Apologie of Iunctious, 
who is coptous in theſe pointes, tonching the 
defence of Judiciall Aﬀrologie, Row to come 
ſpedilꝑ and direalye vn'othat , whereunto at 


Aly, this 
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this pꝛeſent the particuler occaſion dzaweth 
me: In this yeare enſuing, 5 8 3. which from 
the creation of the woꝛld is 5545- (to ouerpaſls 
other needeleſſe computations and Ch2onolo- 
cies; as how long from Noahs floupzhow karre 
from y deſtruction of 770 ? howe many yeares 
from the Aſſirian,Perſian, 4 Pacedonian mo- 
narchie, and ſo foꝛth.) The 28. of Apr being 
Sundape, about high none, there ſhall happen 
a very greate and notable Contunction of the 
two luperiour and weightye Planets Saturne 
and lupiter, which Comuncton ſhall be ma- 
nifeſted to the ignorant ſoꝛt, by many fierce and 
bopſterous winds then ſodenly bzeaking out & 
continuing certaine days befoꝛe, and certaine 
daies after the ſame Coiunctis, Theſe two high 
planets ſhal be coniopned in the laſt minut of þ 
21, degree of Piſces, a ſigne (as is commonlyg 
knowne) of the watery Triplicitie., feminin 
nocturnall,ſeptentrional, cõmune, colde, maiſt, 
flegmatick, that is wholy ol the nature & qual 


i⸗ 
tie of water: the eſſential houſe of Iupiter, the 
eraltatid of Venus, the gouernour of the fete: 
which Coniunction may, and ought to ſeeme ſo 


much the moze fearful t terrible to vs, by how | 


much the moze it is very ſtraunge, maruelgus, 
rare, and moſt ſpecially notedof the learned. 
Chis is called of Aſtronomers, the greateſt & 
moſt ſoueraigne Coniunction among the ſea- 
uon 
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uen planets: why ſo? becauſe Laws and Em- 


pyres, and Regions are ruled by the ſame. 
as Ptolomey the Pzince of Aſtrologers wꝛi⸗ 
teth, and Cardane moze at large in his Philos 
ſophicall , and Aſtrologicall Commentaries 
bppon Pcolomey , This is that Coniunction 
which foretelleth the comming of a Prophet, 
and the deſtruction of certaine Climates and 
partes of the earth, and newe found hereſies, & 
a new founded Kingdome, and dammages 
through the peſtilence, & abundant ſhowers, 
as Meſlahalah. witnefſeth, whoſe bokes haue 
bene much eſtemedof kings 4 Pzinces. This 
is that coniuncis which Alboazen Haly ſayth, 
doth prognoſticate the deſtinie of a great and 
mightie King, much ſorrow and heauineſſe to 
men, loſſes to rich & noble men, yea & thoſe 
too, which are accounted, and reputed like to 
Prophets and a multitude of Locuſts. This is 
that Coniunction which Guido Bonatus affirs 
meth, to foreſhe w, that waightie and wonder- 
ful things ſhal come into the worlde. This is 
that Coniunction, whiche Iohannes Molitor 
ſurnamed of his countrey Regiomontanus, a 


man in m opinion, little inferioz in wozthi- 


nefle, oꝛ fame to the fozmer moze auncient A- 
ſtrologers, doth repozt to threaten continuall 
ouerflowes of waters, & particular deluges in 


ſome Countries. Finally, this is that Coniun⸗

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tien which menaceth much miſchief as lun- 
ctinus Florentinus teſtifieth, a great wꝛiter at 
this daye, a Coniunction 4 meeting, oz iopning 
togither of the very woꝛſt and vero beſt planet, 
Saturne & lupiter, whereof the one is tearmed 
Infortunium maius, bar barouſdy 1 „fortuna maior, 

the other, Fortuna maior, both ſingular in their 
kinds, the one being (as it were) y Loꝛd of hoꝛ⸗ 
rible miſrule, x tragical miſchiefes:the other a 
pꝛeſident of ſouereigne bountie x felicitie: both 

Heauenly inſtrumentes, ozdayned by God to 
thoſe high purpoſes and intendements, where⸗ 
in they are employed, moꝛe auncient in dede 
than in name, euer laſting wozkers of contra ⸗ 
rie inclinations, and effectes in the woꝛlde: to 
be ſhoꝛt, both mighty Pꝛinces and Potentates 
in their ſeuerall actions, ſo farre as it pleaſeth 
God to autho21ze their pꝛoceedings, ⁊ vſe their 
miniſterꝑ to his owne glozic. Touching whole 
great coniunction, it is doubtles the moze hard 
and difficult, ts ſet downe any certaine cffectes 
E Accidents, thereof to enſue, bicauſe the F02- 
tune and Jnſoztune are equally matched, and 
as it were, indifferentlye encountered with 
power and fkrength ; Foz if the Jnfoztune had 
bene greater and ſtronger than the Fo2tune, 
as if Saturne had bene iopned with Venus, 
which is called Fortuna minor, Saturn no doubt 

would haue chalenged the pzerogatine 92 pꝛee⸗ 
minence 
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minence vnto him ſelfe, as being mightier and 
of mo2e fozce :02 if Iupiter had bene ioyned 
with Mars him ſelfe being Fortuna maior, and 
the other /»nfortunnm minus, he woulde ſo haue 
repꝛeſſed the ſturdines and furie of Mars, that 
the operations and effectes of that Coniuncti⸗ 
on ſhould haue bene indifferent, that is, rather 
god than euill. Uherevpon in this caſe Gui 
do Bonatus à famous and renowmed Aſtrolo⸗ 
gian of 7:al:e, (as you knowe) in his fift Trea⸗ 
tiſe de 1 4 6. Conſiderationibus, ſetting downe 4. 
eſpeciall wapes and pzincipall pointes, where- 
in an Aſtrologer may ſooneſt be deceyued, and 
moſte eaſily ouerſhote him ſelfe, maketh this 
the fourth, It is a matter of great difficultie to 
deterinine any certainetie, where fortunes 
are equal with infortunes. Moꝛeouer theſe 
two planefes doe not beholde one another 
by any alpectuall radiation, as epther by Trine 
oꝛ Sextile, which are aſpectes of amit t friends 
ſhip, 02 by Quartile and oppoſition, whiche are 
aſpedtes ofenmitye and hatred, foz then it had 
bene ſomewhat the eaſter to determine thereof 
in reſpect of the generall iudgement: kut they 
are ioyned fogither in ons degrer, and one mi⸗ 
nute of the ſelf ſame degre and ſigne, which is 
termed of the Aſtrologers, Corporalis congreſſiu, 
Coitus, oz Coniunctio, being alwayes of moze 
power, ſtrength, fozce, and efficacie, than anie 
| A.v, other 
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other aſpect, betauſe as Stoeflerinus wziteth in 
his 12. P2opoſition : In a Coniunction the 
ſtarre beames are thickeſt, becauſe they al are 
vnited togither , Which alſo Hermes Triſme- 
giſtus him ſelle affirmeth where he ſayth:An 
aſpect can not diminith the ſignilication of a 
Coniunction 4but a coniunction diminiſheth 
the ſignification of an aſpect, why? for it is 
ſtronger thã an aſpect, as ther foloweth. And 
pet by nature it is ſimply and cſſenttally nei⸗ 
ther god noꝛ euill, but ſometimes god and 
ſometimes euil, accoꝛding to the nature and 
diſpoſition of the planets, which are contoy- 
ned, ſo that conſequently,ſ&ing a coniunctts of 
god planets is foztunate, of euill infoztunate, it 
is a very difficult matter to determine vppon 
pconintion which is god inreſpect of lupiter, 
t euil in reſpect of Satarne. Diners of the lear⸗ 
ned in this faculty and namely Alboazen Ha- 
ly, Capite 4. partis octauæ, ſaieth, that lupiter 
conioyned with Saturne ſlaketh his miſfor- 
tunes. wheras Franciſcus Juntinus,auoucheth 
the contrarie, to wit, that the coniunction of a 
good planet with an euil, is euil, alleaging this 
very Coniunction of Saturne and Iupiter fo 
example, but on both ſides they coclude with 
this clauſe oꝛ definitine ſentence , neuerthe- 
leſſe our iudgemẽt muſt agree with the nature 
and diſpoſition of that planet, which beareth 
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greateſt ſway in the figure erected. This ther? 
toꝛe now only remaineth, to cõſider which of 

them ſhall be ſtrongeſt, and of moſte vertue, 
power and might in the heauen at that inſtaͤt. 
Foz Meſahalah in his excellent Treatiſe 4e 
Coniictionilus planetarù, deliuereth this iudge- 
mẽt, be it known, that when lupiter is of more 
force than Saturne, hee betokeneth good hap 
in that coniunctiom, but if Saturne hath domi- 
nion, he ſignifyeth detriment and tribulation, 
which is alfo generally agreed vpõ with ß reſt. 
Weherefoze we are to vnderſtand, that lupiter 
is iopned with Saturne in Piſces, whiche is his 
owne pꝛoper and naturall houſe, but by night. 
and not by day, which is a little the woꝛſe, be⸗ 
cauſe him ſelfe being a maſculine, diurnal, and 
foꝛtunate planet, he doth not ſo much reioyte 
in a feminine, nodurnal, and infoztunat ſigne, 
as he doth in a ſigne of his owne diſpoſition e 
qualitie. Foꝛ ſp Alcabitius one of þ moſt nofa- 
ble Arabians,very well concludeth in !/agoge 
&trologice prima differentia: the ſtrength ota 
lanet is fortifyed when it poſſeſſeth his Al- 
Nas that is, his likeneſſe, I meane when a ma- 
ſculine and diurnal planet remaine th in a 
maſculine and diurnal ſigne and degree. which 
is likewyſe auouched by his Commentator 
Ioannes de Saxonia, whereof by-a contra- 
rye ſequele it foloweth , that a * 
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line and diurne planet is ſomewhat depzeſſed 
and weakened ina feminine and a nocturnall 
ſigne, and pet becauſe it is the houſe of Iupiter, 
and him ſelfe reſident therein, as in his owne 
manſion place, and Courte ( albeit Sgittarie 
be the houſe of his ſpecialleſt delight and ioye) 
he receineth ſiue dignities thereby, beeing by 
ſo much the moze ſtrong and vertuous , ac⸗ 
coꝛding to that ſenſible ariome of Guido Bo- 
natus, capite 19. primæ parts. When a planet! is 
in his one houle,he is ikea good yeoman in 
his own houſe:but euery man by law is migh- 


tier at home, than abroad, yea and moſt com- 


monly by deede too, albeit another elſewhere 
mightier than he is,wherupon Trutan ſayth: 
Euer vaſſal crowes likg a cocke when he ſlads in his own dore. 


But yet lupiter is not ſo highlye p20- 


'moted and eralted by his owne honſe , but 
1s well nighe as muche humbled and weake⸗ 
ned by his vnluckye placing in the eighte 


houſe of Death wherby he loſeth ſoure pzeras 
gatiues, then is he there alſo afflicted and op- 
pꝛeſſed by the pꝛeſente and companye of krow⸗ 
ning Saturne, and in the termes of Mars his 


deadly enempe ina feminine quarter in hea- 


uen, and Peridional diſcendent, which doe alſo 
much decreaſe and abate his courage. So that 


it eaidently appeareth, that the god planet lu- 


piter is but indifferent: that as he wil not doe 
much 
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much harme, ſo he can not doe much god. Now 
concerning Saturne , as lupiter was neuer the 
better, becauſe he was in a feminine and no- 
cturnal ſigne, ſo Saturne being in y ſame ſigne, 

t alſo a diurnall and maſculine planet, is much 
the wozſe. Foz Meſſahalah in his golden bake, 
de reuolutione annorum midi, the chapter intitu⸗ 
led de anno timendo, ſaith plainly ; Saturne hin- 
dreth the leſſe, if he be in a diurnal and maſcu- 
line ſigne, ſo that by an argumẽt dꝛawen from 
the contrary J may logically conclude, that he 
hindereth the more, if he be in a nocturnall & 
feminine ſigne: but this impediment is no⸗ 
thing to ſpeake of, oꝛ very ſmal in compariſon 
of the reſt: fo; beſides that be is in a feminine 
and nocturnall ſigne, and place of heauen cons 
trary to his pꝛoper nature, he is withall pere- 
grine fo, and out of all his eſlentiall dignities 
in the ſame ſigne, whereby he hath fine debili⸗ 
ties oꝛ impediments. Furthermoze heis pla- 
ced in the eight houſe, whereby he hath foure 
moze hinderances,and flow inmotion, where- 
by he hath two detriments . In ſo much that if 
we ſet and oppoſe his 11. debilities, and the de⸗ 
bilities of Jupiter againſte his fine vertues, 
Which is two to one, there is no doubt, but we 
will ſone and may fruly conclude, 5: illius For- 
tuna cum huius I nfortunys coparetur, nihil eft:Tu= 
piter is Dziental,fo is Saturac:lupiter is * 
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vanquiſhed the god, wholfome, 4 ſwetenatnre 
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in motion, ſo is Saturne: Iupiter is fre front 
combuſtion , fo is Saturne : Jupiter is litle the 
better fo2 his vertues, becauſe his hinderances 
are ful as many,but Saturne is much the wozſe 
fo his debilities, becauſe his vertues bee not (6 


many. Foz as Guido Bonatus notably deter⸗ 
' mineth, che more euil planets ar hindred, they 


are made the woorſe, and their malice & hin- 
drance is increaſed the more. St the infoꝛtu⸗ 
nate difpoſition of info2tunate planets „ the 
moꝛe they be trotvled . diſfurbed oz intangled; 
the woꝛſe t moꝛe malicious they are and con- 
ſequently doe hurt and annoy the moze ſpite- 
fully. The concluſion and ſumme of all mul 
needes be this, that p vehement hatred, deſpite 
and malice of the vnlucky planet Saturne, hath 
by his miſchieudus impoꝛtunitie overcome and 


of the beneuolous and fanonrable planet Iu- 
piter, which victoꝛie (J feare me) and J thinke 
J am fo ſure thereof, will canſe great aboun⸗ 
dance of waters, and much cold weather, much 
vnwonted miſchiefes x ſoꝛrow, much ennie, de 
bate, quarelling, hatred and ſtrife, many gries 
uous and bitter contentions , muche going to 
lawe one with another foz deade mens godes, 
and olde reckonings , manifold troubles, and 
ſodaine vp2oares, much violent oppzeſſivn, er» 
treame ponertie,hunger and miſerie to the nee#

die and impotent ſo2t of people, great perſetuti⸗ 
ons of Eccleſiaſticall perſons, much deſpitefull, 
iniurious, and wꝛongfull dealing, as alſo the 
tragical ruine 4 deſtruction of ſundꝛy great men 
and noble perlonages, bothe olde and poung, 
whereof ſome ſhall trecheroufly be entangled e 
entrapped, ſome violently ouerthzowne with 
ſhamefall diſgrace and diſhonour, loſing both 
eſtimation, gods and life to. Great feare and 
dꝛead ſhall come ſodainely vpon the people, a 
great ſterilitie and barrenneſſe of the earth ſhal 
enſue, manifold ſubmerſions, ſhipwꝛacks, er⸗ 
uſtions, burnings, and ſuch other waterie and 
fierie calamities will followe: finally, a very 
greate and ſoze moztalitie , with many gene⸗ 
rall contagions, and peſtilent diſeaſes , both a- 
mong men and beaſkes, and ſpecially an extra⸗ 
oꝛdinarpe death and deſtruction of fiſhes, and 
al other creatures liuing by, in, oꝛ vpon p wa⸗ 
ters. All which euils and miſeries (howbeit JF 
know euerie man ſhall not perſonallpe fele 
them, pet, if there appeare not a ſenſible diffe⸗ 
rence betwene certaine peares immediatelpe 
kollowing, and other oꝛdinarp yeares, let me 
loſe the credite of my Aſtrologie) ſhal bee the 
moꝛe dꝛeadful and terrible, becauſe the god & 
amiable planet Iupiter is ſo much abaſed and 
humbled in the eight houſe, being ſimply the 
very woꝛſt place of the heaues that can be,cal- 
led

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led commonly of the Aſtronomers, the houſe 
ol enchauntmeates, of witcheries, of poy- 
ſonings, of great nichortugs and — death, 
who wil alſo beginne to ſhzinke and goe back⸗ 
ward the ro. day of July, vntil the fourth days 
of Nonebcr, which ſhzinking to wil not alitle 


hinder his god and p2oſperous influence , all.

ned by this Coniunction. Foz fierie and furi⸗ 
aus Mars peregrine & octidentall in the fourth 
degree, and ſixt minute of Leo, and plated in Ca- 
code mone, an houſe where lamentable, tragical 
aud peremptorie accidentes are ſet foorth, has 
uing there no lefſe than twelue impodiments, 
whereby he is muche afflicted , and greatelye 
diſgraced, but moꝛe pernycionuſly hurtefull and 

malicious, poztendeth wonderfull contenti⸗ 
on,ſeditton,treaſan, rebellion and warre : mas 
ny tumultes, mutinies, and vpꝛoꝛes, withhoz- 
rible ſhedding ol bloude, and warranteth this 
terrible pꝛognoſtication, that huge multifudes 
ſhall be ſpoyled,fabdued , dellroyed and mur⸗ 
dered of their enemies, who ſhall furionfye 
aſſalt,x cruelly, vnmercifully and barbaronfly 
opp:elle them perfozce , wyth ſwo2de and fire. 
And becauſe Mars, who is a fierce, violent, and 
outragious planet, is placed in Leo,a hot, chos 
lericke and ſierie ligne, which notwithſtanding 
ok al the ſigns of ÿ Z odiaque is moſt excellente 
and molke noble, ſoꝛ that it is fo godly and gal- 
lantly adoꝛned and decked with fo many beau ⸗ 
tifull and notabte fixed ſfarres, bearing ſigniff- 

cation only of high and great matters, concers 
ning fates, Ringdomes, and empires, being the 


the mightie and royall planet Sol, who is'p figs 
B. ni⸗ 
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nifier ofpzinces, Potentates, and high Pagt- 
ſtrates:but a moꝛtall and deadely enemie vnto 
Mars, who is now molt infoztunately ſeated in 
his houſe: manye tragicall miſchiefes and nos 
toztous calamities are pꝛeſaged to ſome greate 
Rulers,and mightie gouernoures, placed in 
Souereigne and ſupꝛeme authozitic, oz elſe it 
is vehemently to bee feared, that in the Caſte, 
and Southeaſte Countries, a deſperate copany 
of vile and villanous raſcalls ſhall flock togi- 
ther, and ſeditiouſly, rebelliouſly and trayte- 
rouſly ariſe in armes againſte theire Painces, 
and Pagiltrates:who, (as a Dogge hath a day 
and a Spider pꝛouiſion of ill fauoured geere to 
ſerue hyz turne, ) ſhall loꝛ a time violently ſette 
vppon, and vehemently afflict manye : whyche 
maugre theire heads, muſt ſuffer grieuous and 
ſpitefull Indignities. And yet betauſe he is 
Loꝛde and ruler ofthe 9. houſe, wherein Mer- 
cury is moſte vnluckily appointed, bering not 
long ſince muche diſcouraged and diſcomfited 
of him by a hatefull Nuartile Aſpecte : it ſer⸗ 
meth that dinerſe perſecutions are th:rat- 
ned vnto ſundzye Ecclefiaſticall Perſons, 
whyche ſhall ber much diſquieted and vered 
by theire rage. All whiche Maladies ſhal bee 
the moꝛe hurtefull and vehement, becauſe he is 
entered into a fired Signe : accozding to that 
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xe, If Mars bee at anye time in a fixed and im- 
moucable ſigne, he foretelleth violent cõten- 
tions of kings and outcaſtes, aànd in an other 
place his iudgement is: It Mars bee in a fixed 
ligne, hee prognoſticateth that vnreaſonable 
variances will aryſe without any cauſe, Beſide 
he will doe the moꝛe harme allo, bercauſe he is 
in a maſculine and diurnall ſigne: for if he bee 
in afeminine and nocturnall ſigne, his hinde- 
raunce is the leſſe: as Meſſahalah ſayeth is his 
Boke De Reuolutione Aunorum mundi, the 23. 
thapter Item, Mart in Leone, ꝗ in the 1 2. plate 
from the Bozoſcope, thꝛeatneth greate loſſe 
and deſtruction in all kindes of beaſtes, that 
haue holes, oz flieces, and withall pꝛogno⸗ 
ſticateth that Puſmires , waſpes , and other 
flyes. and vermpne ſhall not greatly abounde. 
Furthermoze , becauſe he is ſeated in the 
eighte houſe from the None, ne toretheweth 
orcat flaugliters and inficmities among men. 
To all whiche euills they ſhall ber moſte ſub⸗ 
iect whiche inhabite ſuch Regions, Pꝛouinces, 
Territozies, and Cities, as are vnder the 
partition of the hotte ſigne Lo. Item Sol 
L02de of the Aſcendent, but peregrine, and 
out of all bis efſentiall Dignities in the 
fixteenth degree , and eighte and foꝛtye my- 
Rute of Taumus, the nighte houſe of Venus,

and reſidente in the tenth houſe, (the houſe of 
Dominion and power, wherein hes woulde 
reatelp haue reiopted , hadde her not beeno 
fo infoztunatelye diſgraced by hys weake- 
neſſe) will alſo helpe to increaſe the furye and 
outerage of Mars, canſing mache trouble, ver- 
ation, and ſoꝛrowe, to ſome Noble men, and 
Yonourable perſonages : yea this his placing

p2ynev of all Dignitie , and other aduaunced 
to their romes, who peraduenture ſhall ſcarce- 
lye bee ſo god, but moſte lykelye to verefie the 

Pzouerbe,Selvome commeth the better. 
Item Venus Lady of the tenth houſe being 
both peregrine, and combuſte, doeth increale 
the ſpanification of the Sunne: Who 
becauſe that he is Loꝛde of the Aſcendente, 
and infoztunatelye ſeated in hyꝛ *Youſe, 
ſignifyetha badde fate , not only of Pꝛintes 
but of theyz owne Subieces to, whiche bad 
Tate thall ſpecially bee founde in the Coun- | 
treis ſituate betweene the Caſt and the Melt. 
Moꝛeouer Venus, who is naturally verye ſoꝛ⸗ 
tunate, and a Planet of a god and amiable 
nature, being withal ſetled in the 11 houſe, 
the honſe ol amitie, friendſhip, and god foztune 
woulde haue pꝛonounted muche god, ir ſhe had 
not herne ſo vn luckily peregrine in the ſecond 
| degree 
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degrie, and third minute of Comm, being there 
alſo combuſte, and accompanyed wyth-the miſ⸗ 
chieuous Catabilaxon. which is wythall as vn⸗ 
happy and pernicious, as may be by reaſon of 
hir fall in Gemme 2 in hir ho uſeof caſuali- 
ties . Foz whiche cauſe ſhe is thereſoze 
to Signif-e muche Subtile diſſembling, and 
falſe packing amongelſt menne : little fapth- 
full and ſounde Friendſhippe,but muche coun- 
terfaite and fapned amitie: nap many thꝛough 
vncurteous dealing, and falibode, ſhall bꝛeake 
off friendchip, ſo that one (hal hardely repoſe a⸗ 
ny truſte in an other, beſides ſhe foꝛeſheweth 
that much hatred, diſcoꝛd and ſtrife, much mat- 
ter of diuiſions, and factions,muche debate and 
tontention ſhall enſue: and pet ſome naughtye 
and vngodly perſons ( whereot the woꝛlde ſhal 
neuer bee to ſeke, but what remedie 2 are like 
to accoꝛd + agree togither wel inough.oꝛ rather 
il inough. Foz much ſhamekull x filthie whoze-- 
dome ſhall be ſecretly committed, diuers ſhal 
giue ouer themſelues to pleaſure, voluptuouſ- 
neſſe,ryot,vnlawfull concupiſcence, leacherie, 
fozbidden luſtes, and other vncleane miſde- 
meanoꝛs. But let thoſe that are ſo co2ruptly , eg 
villanouſly affected, be ware in time, leaſte foz 
euerie dꝛam ot momentanie pleaſure, they bes 
rewarded with a pound of durable ſozrow, oz:

to, Haly his judgment is, Þ Venus bee ing iaoy- 
ned with the Dragons tay le, ſigvifyeth. that.a 
deſtruction of women ſhall enluc; and this he 
allo as reſolutely affirmeth, that Venus fitua- 
ted infortunately in the eleuenth houſe, pre- 
fageth a dearth and ſcarcitie of Corne, Final⸗ 
ly,Jamperſwaded, that te ſhall cauſe verye 
many windes, bzinging very muche rayne,by 
reaſon of hya occidentall combuſtion in Ger 
vi in the houſe z termes of Mercury. And, as 

ſoꝛ Mercury he In ſtattone ſecunda , placed in 
the houſe of pilgrimages, of journey $,of wlye 
thinges, and Religion:; but peregrine, and 
muche afflicted in the one andtwentith degree, 


and 20 minut of Aries, in the houſe and terms 
of Mars, his mortall enemie, doth ſigniſie many 


ioꝛneies, and vopages, much trauailing, greate 


remoning from place to place, (ſoz Aries, as e- 
uery one knoweth., is a moucable ſigne, and 


Mercury a tonuertible, and waueiring Þla- 


net) but not wythout many lolles, dammages, 
and troubles: fo generally true it is, that is 
coinmnonly alledged in a manner to thys verys }. 
Purpoſe Che wein ſtone ſeldom gathereth. 


any 
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anp molke. Foz ſundzy grieuantes, much theft, 


manp violent robberies, and ſpoplinges, with 
wilfall murder, and cruell interfections ſhall 
bee committed, iu ſuche wiſe, that plaxne inno⸗ 
cent, and true meaning men, (whereof our 
wozlde now a dapes is not greatip lauiſh) and 


the honeſte and faithfull dealing Perchaunte, 


ſhall efffones goe in daunger of loſing bothe 
Gods and life. Further moꝛe, thys hys vnlacky 
tonſtitution doeth poztend the irreligious, and 
impious behauiour of diuerſe wicked, obſt-i 
nate, ſtubburne, and difo2derly Perſons, who 
wyll not care moſke deſperately to conſpyꝛe, e⸗ 
uen ggainſt Heauen it lelfe. and moſte ho2ribly 
to abuſe euen Jeſus himfelfe , in not eſteeming 
his ſarred and bleſſed woꝛd, in reuiling his zea⸗ 
lous pꝛeachers, in making no accounte of Reli- 
gion, pietie, and godlineſle in abandoning God 
himſel'e out of their tompanie and betaking 
themſelnes to all vilanie ; Likewiſe thys bys 
inkoꝛtunate fate thzeatneth lyke troubles, de⸗ 
trimentes, and daungers vnto thoſe, that are 
Merturiſts, as namely, vnto Emballadozs, ſe⸗ 
cretaries, Notaries, Negiſte rs, Clarkes, Stri⸗ 
ueners, Pellengers, Factozes, Percers,t ſuch 
other: as alfo vnto dinerſe ofthe learneder 
ſozt,amongtt whome ſome hote controverſies, - 
x contentions are like to ariſe, touching ſome 
amps opinions, herefics whiche ſhalt -

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be innented publiſhed, and maintayned by cer - 
tayne buũe fellowes,4 fadious heades, to affe- 
ctionately wedded to their owne ciccits, Item 
Luna peregrine in the fourth degrer. and 58 mi⸗ 
nute of Seg-1rar:46, decreaſing in light, and accõ⸗ 
panied with hyꝛ Wꝛagons heade, in the fourthe 
houſe nigh the lift, beginning but ſix hours bes 
foꝛe, moſt infoztunately in oppoſition ; + at de⸗ 
fiance with the gentle &mercifal planet Venus 
(of whome I ſpate befoze) beetokeneth many 
beauy calamities, impꝛiſonments, diſturbãces. 
and tribulattons, with much thought, anguiſh, 
and ſozrow amongeſt the common people, who 
notwithſtanding ſhall not be puniſhed 02 affli⸗ 
cted, but accoꝛding to their owne rebellious de-

If the rene Tripli- 
citie be wholie jnfortunate (as now it is in the 
figure creed for the time ] ſpeake of) bothe 
dammages, and great chances ſhal befal Lords 
Princes, & notable men. Likewiſe the vnluc- 
kie aud cuil} Conſtitution of the ſigne in the 
eleuenth and fifte honſe (in vhiche ſigne Lu- 
na is now placed) beareth the ſame ſignifica- 
tion. Atem Saturne placed in the eight houſe, £ 
Loꝛde of the ſixte houſe, whiche is the houſe of 
griefes, of diſcaſes;and bondage of bodie.fo2ee 
ſheweth manie daungerous and moꝛtall diſea⸗ 

es, which are like to reigne and rage in they2 

kinde, as alſo the ſtubberne, diſobediente, and 
ill diſpoſed affections of diuerſe Þeruauntes, 
towardes they2 Loꝛdes and Maiſters. P92eo- 
ner Saturne Loꝛde ofthe 7, houſe, whyche is 
the houſe of wedlocke of enmitie, of publique 
ſtrife,of thefte, and other heynous offences, 
thꝛeatneth manye traubleſome, and terrible 
eventes, whyche are lyke to bes as miſchie- 
uouſlye accompliſhed , - * ad A : 
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his Lozlbly gouernement ot the ſürt t ſeanenth 
houſes togither with certaine other Intidents 
which bythe figure erected might Afﬀerotogical 
ly be gathered, foꝛ bꝛeuities fake, and foꝛ ſome 
other god conſiderations, J adde nothing, ar 
knowlevging, that the heavenly and almighty 
Iapiter (5 J may ſo ſpeake) ſitting abotre'$61 
and Luna in hys euerlaſting Mateſtie, rule 
bothe Saturne and. Lupiter,at hys gratious ir 
epleaſure,as alſo furious Mars himſelte wyth 
Venus and Mercury te: Out intlimant modo non 
veceſſitant a8 is truely anſweared in an olde di⸗ 
ſtinction. Neuerthelelle, Jam verily per fwa- 
ded, that no Nation o: Country walk beholde

And an other, and what gad o2 euill euerye one 
ol them ſhall faꝛ his part pꝛoture, god by dimi⸗ 
niſhing , flaking and repzeſling the Milfoz⸗ 
tunes whiche are pzeſaged by the Coniungion 
euill by belping foꝛe warde, and encreaſing the 
perilous malice, and as it weare, vencmous 
Howe da treate ſomewhat moze ſpecially 
touching the weather e conſtitution of the aire, 
J haue god coniectural arguments to perſuade 
me, that greate ſtoꝛe of raine and colde is lyks' 
to enſue, that we ſhall haue much hayle, thun 
der, and lightning, much vntealonable, immo⸗ 
derate,tempeſtuous, and boyſterons weather, 
that huge waters {tall ariſe, that floudesertra- 
ozdinarily ſhall encreaſe, manpe cuerfiowings: 
happen, divers irruptions of waters ſodapnc- | 
ly breake out, cauſing ſome lofſe by lande, but 
muche greater decays of ſubſtaunce by ſhippe⸗ 
wꝛackes on the ſeaes, whereby very many ſhal 
be <2ewdly endammaged and not a fe l vtter⸗ 
ly vndane . (Uhiche operations and effectes. 
the late Eclipſe of the Sunne, which happened 
Lo laſt; years 1582. the twentieth Dave al 
June 
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Junt in the watrie ſigne Cencer,ſhall marnel 
louſlye helpe foꝛ warde and augmente, eſpetial⸗ 
ly in Winter this yeare, 1583. foz theſe loꝛe⸗ 
ſapde Accidents ſhall confinewe vntill the bi» 
ginning ofthe nexte Spꝛyng after, An. 
1584. At which time, about the ende ol Marche 
and the beginning of Apzill , there ſhallhaps 
pen a wonderfull ſtraunge, and rare Coniun⸗ 
ſtion, conuente, oꝛ aſſemblie, in a manner ot all 
the planets in Artes, afyerye ſigne. So that 
then both Saturne and lupiter ſhal fazſake Pi 
ces, the laſt ſigne of the watrie Triplicitie, and 
mhabife Arier, the firſte figne of the fierie Tri⸗ 
angularitie:which alteration from one contra⸗ 
ry triplicitie to his cotrary, cannot be without 
diuerſe new offectes oppoſite to the fozmer; Foz 
ſo Haly cocludeth. When twoo ſuperiour and 
waightic planets (as Saturne and Iupiter are) 
go from one Triplicitie toan other, or from 
one nature to an other, or from one likenefie 
to an other, they cauſe diuerſities & contrary 
effects. Wherefoze now ß watrie Trigon ſhall 
periſhe, and bie turned into fire: lupiter ſhal be 
iopned with Sol, with Mercury and with Luna 
Saturne ſhall be iopned with Venus, and wyth 
Mercuric : Mercurie ſhall be in Coniunction 
with lupiter, and wyth Mars: Luna ſhall bee 
one while ioyned with Saturne another whyle 
wy Venus. another wyth Mars, wyth lupi- 


ter 
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ter the ſecond time, and the with Mercury, and 
laffly of all, there (hal bee a greate Contunction 
of Iupiter t Mars, which is the third waightis 
planet, and in malice litle inferioz vnto deuou⸗ 
ring Saturne himſell. After which kind of Con 
iunctions, ſome terrible and fearefull Comet oz 
blazing ſtarre is like pzeſentely to enſue:fo2 ths 
tongroſte of planets in a fiery figne,voeth com ⸗ 
monly -fozeſhew,and inderde naturally cauſe a 
blazing ſtar, As by inductiõ oferamples might 
at large be diſcourſed, but one foz euery ſigne 
chal ſuffize. Jn the yeare, 1556. in the ſame mos 
neth of Parch, when there was the like coacers 
nation of both ſuperiour and inferiour planets 
in this very ſigne Aries, there followed imme - 
diately agreate Comet. 4»»0,7 4 3.4.after þ like 
meeting of the planets in the ſecond fiery ſigne 
Les there appeared likewiſe a fiery Comet. As 
allo after their Coniunction in the thirde ſierie 
ſigne Sagrnrarie. Anno. 814. befoze the death ot 
the inuincible and moſt renowmed Emperour 
Carolus Magnus. there enſued in like manner, 
à terrible and tragital Comet. And if a Comet 
as J haue now pzobably inferred, ſhall aryſe, 
theſe effects mull be looked foꝛ, much ſcoꝛching 
and vehement heate the dꝛying vp of ponds, c 
derps waters, barraine and vnfrutteful feldes: 
and conſequently a dearth of al victuals, beſide 
alozavcath of Cattle , and many peſtilent —

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ſes amongſt me n. But ik no Comette appeare, 
there (hal doubtlelle be ſcene other hoꝛrible and 
rufull viſions in the Heauens and many verye 
ſtraunge t terrible lights in the middle Region 
ofthe aire,as fiery Peteo2s,flathings, and fla- 
mings of fire, wonderfull traiections, and im⸗ 
pꝛeſſions, much lightning and thunder myrte 
with hayle. hereby many ſhall be periloully 
terriſied, and fome miſerably vndone.

To makeſhozte in this yeare;ſundzie woekull 
and cruelt euills, togither with many ſtraunge 
t bo2rible events ſhal ſenſibly appeare,whithe 
thall pzincipally moleſte and afflic the weafte- 
warde countries. But of theſs terroures,onevf 


vs, eyther J, oꝛ if my leafare,by meanesof my 


finall pzofeffion,happen tu fayle mie, my Bꝛo⸗ 
ther lohn wilt freate moꝛe partitularłꝑ here⸗ 
after, (if God ſpare vs life,) in their ſenerall 
and ſundzie peares, acco2ding as the cffeces 
and operations of the afoꝛeſaide Coniunctions 
thalteſpecially woꝛke, and take plate:as alſo ol 
the Comet, with the Eclipſes of the Sun and 
Mone, which J haue only touched here, reſer⸗ 
ning enerieſuch notable particular Accident to 
his pꝛoper time and place then ſenerally to bee 
diſcuſſed eyther by me; oꝛ by him. This alone 
J will adde, as aneedefull Caution and admo⸗ 
nition fo2 thoſe, whiche in their natiuities had 
Aries placed in their Bozoſcope, accompanyed 
with other planets,o2 which had the ſuperioure 
planets placed thẽ in the ſame ſigne ofthe Zo⸗ 


diake, as alſo foz thoſe, which had the gretlight 
of heauen, the Dunne J meane oꝛ the Loꝛde of 
the aſcendent, oꝛ the Lozve of the n 
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ted in Arier, for they eſpeciallie ſhall be inut- 
ted and called to heauenly companies or dan- 
ces, and will attempt ſome nouelties, the iudg⸗ 
ment carrieth ſufficient authozitie. And eſpe⸗ 
cially let Germerie and ſtalie beware, fog mas 
nis grieuous calamities, with ſodaine chaun⸗ 
ces and changes are thꝛeatned to the countries 
there aboutes, by this fozcible. concurſe of 
Planets in Aries: theſe nations bing chiel⸗ 
lie and peincipally vnder the regiment of that 
ſigne, where vnto our Aitrologers adde name⸗ 
ly the Regions, and Segniozies following: 
Aritair, France, Baſterna, Syria, Philiſtim, Polonia 
mor high Burgonie, Sueuta of Germanis, 5 lea 
ſuperior, Bars Weſtriæ, Naples, Floreuce, Capua, 
Ferraria, Lerona, Licentia, Nergamum, Imola, Pa- 
daa, Bruſuicum, Viricha, Lindagias, Cracouia, 
&Aarfilia, Saragoſſa, with certaine other Teri⸗ 
taries and Pzoninces neare adiopning. Pre- 
terea the ſame ligne being the houſe and manſi⸗

taile vnto the Germaine and Italian Souldi- 
ours, whiche ſhalt fall out eyther by trea- 
cherie and pꝛodition, oꝛ thzoughe the care leſſe

Ihe eſſects of a coniunction indure vntill an 


other coniunction returneth, as the coniun- 
ction of Saturne & lupiter hath his operati- 
on till another commeth, and the entraunce 
of Saturne into the firſt degre of Aries, wor- 

keth continually til he entereth into the ſame 
degree againe, for nothing is in nature with» 
out his Contents: wherefore vnleſſe effectes 
ſhoulde laſt til their returne, the courſe ofhea- 
uen were mathematical, not natural, and the 


cauſe would want his effect, and nature ſhould. 


ſeeme to bee weake & without power. There»: 
fore as a certaine quantitie or equall propor- 
tion is ſounde betweene ꝰ one time and an o- 
ther, ſo is there an equalitie in reuolutions. 
Let euery reuolution is reduced to the mid- 
dle motion, for the vertue of a Coniunction 
endeth in oppoſition, and oppoſition muſte 
the be regarded.

extendeth. Fo2 otherwiſe As all other thinges, 
to Planets are in Gods hande',' whois truely 
kermed of the olve Philoſophers , Est ent um, 
and Cu Cavſer9w , wherein A am tolub- 
ſcribe to the opinion of the noble Pathema- 
tician and Aſtrologer, Petrus Pitatus , who 
inthe Pꝛoheme to his Diaria, giueth out this 
learned iudgement: Among the ſortes of tu- 
turt euents, ſome haucaninfallible proceding 
appointed them, as the mouing of heauen, the 
rifing & ſetting of ſignes, the Coniunctions of 
Planets, & eclipſesof Sanne and Moone, and 
ſoch like:in which points is an infallible & de 
cerminate certaintie in reſpect of the mouent, 
& alt hinderances are remoued from them e- 
uery way, vnleſſe Gods predominant wil and 
digine prouidence ſhal ſtay them miraculou- 
fly & extraordinarily, which neuertheleſſe v- 
ſettralwaies' natural &ordinarieioftruments.

of aur ſauiour Jeſus Chꝛiſt, + fiuc peres beiozg 
the deſtruction of the molt valerous, ⁊ puiſſant 
captaine Iulius Czlar,there bapned a great c6s 
iunction of the ſuperiour planets in Scorpio, the 
ſeconde ſigne of the ſame Triplicitie at whiche 
time the moſt memozable and nofozious ciuill 
war betweeene Cælar and Pompey,was very 
bot and violent, the end whereof enſued a little 
alter the, ſame Conjundtion, whnreupon Iulius 
Cz(ar hauing oppzefſed the contrarie foꝛce and 
valiantly ſubdued his enemies, whiche defens 
ded theire auncient ſtate, and common liberty 
did firſte eſtabliſh this fourth moſte noble P9- 
narchie, Thirdlp, not long after thys, namely 
ſire veres befoꝛe the happy birth of our Reder⸗ 
mer , there haͤppened a Toniunction of theſe 
mighty ſuperiour planets Saturne and lupiter, 
in the laſt face of P:/ces, which is the laſt ſign of 
p watrie trigon, e þ beginning of Aries, which 
is the-firlt ſigne of the fierie Trigone, whiche 
coniuncaion hapned neuer ſinte, but only in the 
Nies ofthe wozthy Chꝛiſtian Emperaz Caro- 
lus magnus, Auno. 78g. Which is almoſte 800.

Jam Aﬀrologically" induted to this coniet⸗ 
ture, p we are moſt like to haue anew wozlve; 
by ſome ſodaine, violent, 2 wondertult ſtrange 
alteration, which euen heretofo:e hath alwaies 
hapned ,at the ending of one Trigone, and bes 
ginning of an other, dut now molt eſpecially is 
like to happen, becauſe the contrary Trigon 
lucceedeth his contrarte, the fieric falloweth 5 
watrie, vnder which oz the like ſucte ſlion , a 
notable mutation hath alreadie happened twa 
feucrall times to wit, in the time ot lulius and 
Auguſtus Cæſar when as this fourth Ponar⸗ 
chie (as I ſaide befoze) was eſtabliſhed wyth 
much effuſion of bloud: and againe in the time 
of Carolus Magnus, and his Father .

O 
profeſſor & defender of Catholike Domini- 
ons, & reſtorer of the golden age: which laſtg 


| addition of louius, maketh moſte foz our pur⸗ 


pole, together with that lupertatiue Jultifica- 
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lie moſt worthy to be named great, but thrice 
great : ſo that withall we foꝛget not what the 
ſame louus oztly after w2pteth; continuing 
the afozeſatde bꝛaue Apoltrophe, dereced vnto 
Charclemaine, himſelfe: You being Captaine, 
Italie, whichclong before was diſgraced and 
defaced by the Gothes and Vandals, and op» 
with iniumes as with an yron worlde, 
did ariſe ſo highlie by an happy ſucceſſe of all 
thinges, that it recouered thoſe goodly orna⸗ 
mentes ofauncient glorie and renowme : hay 
uing a little befoze giuen out certaine other 
commendations of his martiall pzowefſe,tems 
pered with deuotion and wiſedom, in theſe ho- 
nourabletermes: Wee ſee not onely the vnta- 
med Saxons and obſhnate Cautabrians, con. 
tinually cõquered by cõqueſt, but that which 
is more auaileable to win immortall commẽ - 
dation, we ſee the Lumbardes, by gods furthe · 
rance, & other molt notable inuentions part- 
ly martial & partly ciuil, vtterly ouerthrowẽ, 
who arrog atly & impiouſly brought annoi- 
ance to the holy Biſhop. But, to leaue the ſes 
cond foundation and as it were, thereedifiyng 
of the imperial Monarchie vuder Charlemame 
which is karre better knowen vnto von, than 
bats ma, (ho wbeit by the way , it woulde not 
be fozgotten,that the Romane Empire conti- 
nued amongſt the Græcians from the time of 
Conſtantine the gret, vnto the time of Cliarls

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the great, in whom only the name of the Em. 


Pire was trãſlated to the Germanes as Agrip» 
pa wziteth in his inuꝛcciue Diſcourſe, De No- 
bilitato,) and to returne now to the pꝛeſent cũ⸗ 
tunctis,conſidering that this fourth monarchie 
began firſf about the end of the watrie Trigon 
and was after wardes weakened and decayed 
vnder the ſame,as appeareth by the pzemiles ; 
may it now ſeeme likely and pꝛobable inough, 
that it ſhall alſo finally bee ended and deſtroy⸗ 


ed vnder the ſame Trigon? And, loꝛſomuche, 


as oure Loꝛd and Sautour take our humane 
nature vppon him: being boꝛne ofthe Uicgin 


Mary in Bethlem, at the end ofthe watrie tri - 


gon, and the beginning of the fierye Trigone:

holy his eternall and everlaſting Sabaoth. 
Lo whith purpoſe they affirme, that the pz0- 
phecie of Elias. was as it were al egozricallys 
bozrowed from this number of the ſire dayes 
Creation, appl ping to euerpe Day, 1000. 
peares, alleadging to that effect ont of the 
ninetie Plalme, Fo2 a thouſand veares in thy 
fighte,are but as yeſtervay-e citing withall the 
place of Sainte Peter, in the thirde Chapter of 
bis ſetond epiſtle Dearly beloued, be not igno⸗ 
with the Lozde- as a thouſande peares, and a 
thouſande yeares as ane day. But how ſeundly 


theſe teſtimonies be applyed to the enfozce-: - 
ment ok my toncluſton, it is foꝛ learneder men 


to determine , my ſelfe dare not ber ouer bolde 
with Textes of Scripture, whiche art ſo reue⸗ 
rentlp, and religiouſly to be handled, and there · 
foꝛe take it beſt, to ſtande rather vppon the pꝛo · 
babilitie of Aſtrologicall pꝛedictions „ and 
mer, pon hatolasandcomman fret 
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cle, touching the yeare 1588. which is nowe fs 
rife in euerx mans mouthe, and was ſoreſo- 
lately defended in a publique Diſputation in 
the laſte Commencement, by one, ſufficient to 
mayntaine hys aſſertion , That peare hathe 
manie hundzed yeares agoe bene ſpeciallys 
fozetolde, and much ſpoken of amongſt Aſtro⸗ 
logers, who haue as it were, Ynanimi'con- 
ſenſa, p2ognoſticated , that either a maruel⸗ 
lous fearefull and hozrible alteration of Em⸗ 
pires, Kingdomes, Segniozies and States, 
togither with other wonderfull, and veryer- 
traozdinarie Accidentes, as extreame hunger, 
and peſtilente deſperate treaſons, and tumma⸗ 
tions ſhall then fall out, to the miſerable af- 
fliction, and oppzeſſion of huge multitudes: 02 
elſe, that an vtter and finall ouerthꝛowe, and 
deſtruction of the whole wozlde ſhall enſue. 
Whichep2ophecie ſoꝛ ſo muche as it is reputed 
offo greate conſequente, and withal ſo nearely 
toucheth the ſcope of þ pꝛeſent Treatiſe, J will 
here ſet dolone, as it is deliuered by Leouitius, 
in Latine verſes, made, as moſte ſuppoſe, by 
Regiomontanus, but tranſlated aut of a fo2-

N this laſt yeare 1582. vpon the 
ay) 20. daie of June, immediatly af- 

ds ter fiue of the clocke in the moz- 
ning, the bodie of the Pone at 
& her change, beingdiredly put be- 
== >= twene the Sunne s the Earth, 
oꝛ betweene our ſight + the Hunne, and therby 
depꝛiuing vs of the full lighte of his beames, 
there appeared within our Hozizon at Cams 
bꝛidge (as you remember) a ſmall Eclipſe of þ 
Sonne, the Dunneand Pone being at that 
verie inſtant conioyned in the ſeuenth Degree 
and 24\minut ofthe ſigns Cancer, within two 
deares,t 29,minutes of Catabibazon, whiche 
Eclipſe,albeit it were of ſmal continuance, the 
Sunne beeing bodilie eclipſed oz darkened by 
the Pwone,but vnto ther fingers, oz popntes, 
and ſeauen minutes, hath notwithſtanding the 
p2oper influence and peculiar effeces : foz as 
Meſlahalah a cunning and perfecte Aſtrologer 
witneſleth, whole bokes (as J ſayde) haue 
bene muche eſteemed of mightie Pzinces, 
and as Experience her ſelfe teacheth There 


neuer happeneth any Eclipſe ofthe. Sunne, 


which doth not pꝛeligniũie and fozelhewe —

regnen 
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great Accident to come tapaſſe, and Ptolomey 
bimlelfe the P2ince of Aſtrologers affirmeth, 
that the fatal conuerſions,ouerthzows, and de⸗ 
fiructions of kingdomes,may Aftrologically be 
fo:eſeene,and pꝛognoſticated by the defects and 
Eclipſes of the Sunne and Pone . UWhereby 
Thales Mileſius, as Plinie credibly repozteth, 
did certainely fo:etell ſundʒy changes, and al⸗ 
terations of ſtates and kingdomes, to happt᷑ in 
Alia, which afterward came effectually to paſſe 
tuen acco2ding to his Aſtrologically pꝛedictid: 
t the like is auouched by diners other, of ſome 
other well ſeene the ſame waye. Wherevppon 
eclipſes haus bene the maze ſpecially regarded 
t obſeruedof the beſt Aſtrolagers, as is very 
wel exemplified by Stadius: but A will returne 
to the pzoſent Eclipſe , from whence J haue a 
little digreſſed, It is firſte to be noted, that the 
Dunne was eclipſed in Cancer, which is the na⸗ 
tural and eſſential houſe of the ame. wherein 
hee reioyceth moſt, and wherein alſo the moſte 
beneuolent and fauourable planet lupiter cal- 
led commonly, Fortuna mator, doeth aſcend,be- 
ing therein chiefly eleuated and exalted:a ſigne 
of the partition of the watrie Trigone , femi⸗ 
nine,nocturnall,no:therly,moueable, of directe 
aſcention, whome Capricorne dath obey by rea⸗ 
ſonofhis ſuperioꝛitie, vnſaueris of taſt and e 

nn naturally cold and moiſte, and of the

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fegmaticke complection , gouernoure and ru 
ler ot the bꝛeaſte, the moneh of the fomack, ths 
lungs, euen almoſte to Diaphragma, 03 the 
Maidziffe, Nowe the nature and p2opertie of 
the ſigne boring knowne, conſidering that it is 
a colde and wat rie ſigne, it betokeneth, acco3- 
ding to the Judicials of Aſtrologie, that greate 
aboundaunce of rapne is like to enſue, with 
many perillous onerflowings by rage of wa⸗ 
ters: whereby a great number ſhal be ſhzewd- 
i hindered and endammaged: it wil alſo cauſe 
much rawe, inconftant and diſfemperate wea- 
ther, euill foꝛ all kinde of Cattle, but eſpecially 
fo; ſherpe:it poꝛtendeth the deſtruction of much 
fiſh,and water foules : greate enuie, ſtriſe, de⸗ 
vate, contention, and ſedition, with many pꝛi⸗ 
uie conſpiracies, vnlawfull fraies, violent op- 
pꝛeſſions, robberies, and murders, pea t muchs 
martiall pꝛouiſion and pꝛeparation fo2 warre, 
beſide ſundzie loſſes and grienous perils vnto 
thoſe,that get their liuing by tople and laboure 
on the ſeas 02 other waters, which ſhal come to 
paſſeby meanes of tempeſfuous and immode- 
rate weather, wherewith many ſhips ſhall be 
ouerthzowne,many marriners and watermen 
downed, many townes x cities deſolate, nigh 
vnto the Sea. Pozeouer, there ſhall followe a 
gceat death, and ouerthzowe among the baſer,

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mentof Proclus. When as the Sunnes Eclipſe 


happeneth in Cancer, there foloweth a deſola- 
tion among vnknowen familes, & a deſtructi- 


on of the baſe communaltie, & dayly vprores 


& inſurrections of war, & an huge ouerthro w 
of watrie creatures, & inhabitantes of the Sea. 
Which ſaying of Proclus Sinfo2tunate cſtel⸗ 
lation econſffitutid of þ other planets do ſeem 
to berefie:foz Saturne was retrotedent ina fe⸗ 
minine t nocturnal ſign, to wit, in p-/ce: which 
is aſigne of þ ſame completion & qualitie that 
(cer is of, being alſo flegmatik,cold, moiſt x 
of the nature of water, Mars, Venus, Mercury, 
t Luna, two of them in a d2te and colde ſigne, 
the other two in a colde e moiſt ſigne, and alſo 
in a moiſt manſion, wil likewiſe increaſe the 


ther part help fozward Þ effects therof.And as 
foz Iupiter, he was to much abaſed t weakned 
by his retrogradation in Aguario, a moiſt ſign. 
Ite, Mars being in Tavre,t in oppoũtid to his

A very wife rule, not only 
feruing foz thele Aſtrological obſeruations, but 
much moze to be extended to þ right vſe of. an⸗ 
tient hiſtoʒies, and politick pzactiſes,delinerey 
to poſteritie fo their imitation, in like neceili⸗ 
ties x affaires, But to containe vs now with⸗ 
in our boundes, in the yeare 1424. 5 26, dap of 
June, in þ euening, as is credibly recozved ther 
appeared an Eclipſe of the Sun in Cancer, the 
x 4.degre:at which time, Charles the King of 
Frawnce,being valiantly ſet vpon in Battell by 
$ Engliſhmen and Burgfidians was expelled 
his owne realme: warre was hotly mayntai⸗ 
ned between the Danes, e the © leſuicians:the 
Biſhop of Breame pꝛouoking the hollanders to 
battell. was grieuouſily wounded of them, and 
taken pꝛiſoner:a terribie plague t moſte vehe⸗ 
ment peſtilente and moztalitis of men enſued, 
continuing fierce and hote a long time: aſter⸗ 


eee — 
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great armie diuided into th2 parts, were fozo 
cibly repelled and dꝛiuen back of the Hullites 
wherby the bounds of Bohemia were enlarged 
and ſpꝛead abꝛoade, towards Miſuia 4 Nori- 
cum. finally all the fruits of the earth as coꝛne 
grain,vinetres, « ſuch like periſhed thzough 
vnſeaſonable pinching cold, and extremetie of 
weather. 

Anthe pere, 15 69. the ninth day of July in 
the moꝛning, there like wiſe apeare an Eclipſe 
of the Sonne in the 26.degre& of Cancer, the ins 
fluence « effects whereof continued two pers: 
when the Turkes martially aſailing and in⸗ 
uading Pannonia, called otherwiſe Hung aria, 
Siria country lying in the eaſt parts of Ger- 
manie, a poztis wherof-bozdereth on Punga- 
rie, (ſauing which part, S whol country beide 
is altogither mountaniſh) foꝛcibly carried as 
way many pꝛiſoners and captiues, with auer 
ſenſible pzof of their might and furie. Mathias 
Hunniades, ſurnamed Coruinus,a molt foztus 
nate pꝛince, and as happie a warrier,who ſius 
veares befoze was crowned king of Hungary 
by Fredericke then Emperour, denounced and 
pꝛoclaimed war againlt the Bohemians, bee⸗ 
ing requeſted  perſwaded therevn to by the 
Pope, i at that time by fozce of armes, toks 
from them Morauias, Sileſia, f Luſat ia, the ſama 
Mathias continued as fierce warre .

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fimire the King of Polonia, couragionſly in- 
yaded the Turks, often diſcomfiting 6 viqut-

The 
king ot Denmarke was ſuttelly entrapped Et 
tak? by the craftie wiles and cunning fetches 
of Sweden. There enſued a ſharpe battaile be» 
twene the French, c Burgundian, 0.1571 
the fo2ce x influfce of the Eclipſe ſtil continu» 
ing, many pꝛinces e mightie potentates died, 
and amongſt the reſt, George the king of Bos 
hemia, whom Lad iſlaus, ſonne fo þ king of po⸗ 
lonia ſucceeded. To conclude, Henry the ſixt 
king of Ingland was within the reach of this . 
Eclipſe, taken by king Edward the fourth in p 
Biſhops palace at London, and by him com⸗ 
mitted to the tower, where after ward he was 
murdered, as moze fully apeareth by our own 
Anglich Ch2onicles.Laſt of al, e 1526. there 
hapned an Eclipſe of p Dun, in þ ſeauenth de- 
gre ol Cancer, that is — in the very ſell ſame

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degree, wherein the Sunne was darkened this 


laſt pere 158 2. After which Eclipſe, there aroſs 


hot warre in Picardie, wherbp both the Frech 
E Burgundians receiued mutuall harmes and

At the ſame 
time ß ſouldiers ol Ring Ferdinand, hꝛother to 
the Emperoz Charles, being conducted by their

Hungarie were (as you know) trecherouſly be⸗ 
trayed into the handes of the Turkes, by one 
Catzianerus : of whome they were almoſte all 
molt cruelly ſlaine, their chief C aptaines taken 
captiue, and caryed away fo Coufl ant mople, the 
Turkes chiefeſt citie, where they lined in mi⸗ 
ſerable ſeruitude and bondage. At þ ſame tim 
p Geldrenſes ſeditiouſly rebelled againſt their 
Souereigne. At the ſame time the moſte fruite- 
ful, beautiful and noble Jlands, Sci and Ca- 
labria, were wofully deſtroied with fire, which 
did ſtraungely bꝛeake out of the ſealand, being 
dzied vp. At the ſame time there was heards al 
Rome, moſt fearfull , and hoꝛrible thundzyng 
in the aire, being alſo the moze extraoꝛdinarie 
loʒ the very time of the pere. At the ſame time 
an ancient tower of Helderberg, being ſodenly 
blaſted with lightning, did cauſe a ſozeruine, 
much miſchiele, and great miſerie to that citis; 


At the ſame time, in pigb Germanic, 8 
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ned an excerding great inundation, the fo2ce 4 


rage wherol, was paſſing wonderful, and mar⸗ 


uelous ſtraunge. And after the ſame Eclipſe 
(which we in Jngland, ought chiefly toreme- 
ber) two notable ſeditions and inſurrections 
did ſhzewdly trouble, and diſtur be vs here in 
Ingland: which fel out in the 18. peare of the 
raigne ol the mot mightie and puiſſant p2ince 
king Henry the eight. Whereof the fir ſte was 
raiſed pzincipatly foꝛ religion amongſt the cõ⸗ 
mons of Lincolneſbire, who had gathered togi- 
ther nigh 20000.perſons,to ſerue their turnes 
in the atchieuing of that rebeilious enterpꝛiſe. 
Che ſetonde beganne farther of in Torſeſ ire, 
which noztherne commotion was alſo attem- 
pted foz matter of religion, people there floc- 
-ked togither, amounting ta the nunber of 40. 
thouſand. Againſt thoſe af the firſt inſurrectis, 
the king ſent aut the Duke of olle, wyth a 
-frong and p2incely power, whiche when p re⸗ 
bels did vnderſtand, they ſtraight ways * 
vp their armie, and fodainelye departed, A- 
 gainlt thoſe of the ſecond inſurrection, whiche 
was ſo farre the greater, his maieſtie ſent the 
Dukes of xorchfolke and Sonrhfolke hoth, with 
-afarffronger power and mightier hoſt of ſoul- 
W whoſe comming the battaile was 
ta be fought betweene thi on Simon

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ertreemelp, that the two armies coulde by no 
meanes mete accoꝛding to that appointment. 
TWhervp6 the rebels (as lightly they are wont 
firſt oꝛ laſt were glad to craue pardon the ſe 
cond time, ſhe wing thẽſelues verte deſirous to 
depart, with duc ſubmiſſion to their moſt noble 
pꝛince:ſo that both theſe ſeditions were finally 
pacified, and diſpatched with the death of a few 
Archrebelles, and Captaine commotioners, 
which were ſhoꝛtly after executed fo2 example 
ſake, accoꝛding to the haynouſaeſſe of their dil⸗ 
lopal, and deſperate attemptes. The ſame E- 
clipſe might peraduenture be actompat ved w 
ſome other ſemblable Eucnts;but theſe are ths 
chiefeft,that J can pꝛeſently cal to minde, and 
are ſuffitient, J ſuppoſe to inferre my Conclu⸗ 
ſion, what hede is to be taken of like Eclipſes, 
and namely this ot late.
